U.S.  lowers  estimate 
of  Cubans  on  Grenada 


Bodies  of  servicemen 
arrive  from  Lebanon 


key  Sunday,  leveling  more  than  30  villages  and 
killing  at  least  503  people.  Officials  feared  the  final 
death  toll  would  exceed  1,000. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  The  United  States 
scaled  back  its  estimate  of  the  number  of  Cuban 
troops  on  Grenada  to  closer  to  the  600  to  800  origi¬ 
nally  announced  by  the  Cuban  government,  admi¬ 
nistration  officials  said  Sunday.  Amid  unresolved 
questions  over  the  extent  of  Cuban  military  activ¬ 
ity  on  the  island,  the  officials  retreated  from  an 
earlier  estimate  that  as  many  as  1, 100  Cubans  were 
in  Grenada  when  the  U.S.-led  invasion  took  place 
Tuesday  morning. 

“The  numbers  have  gone  down  from  1,100,  but  I 
don’t  know  how  far,”  one  official  said.  The  official 
said  the  figure  would  approach  the  original  report 
of  600  to  800  Cubans  indicated  in  announcements 
from  Havana. 

The  official  said  the  estimate  was  revised  upward 
several  days  ago  on  the  basis  of  strong  pockets  of 
resistance  encountered  by  U.S.  troops  and  cap¬ 
tured  secret  documents. 


DOVER  AIR  FORCE  BASE,  Delaware  (UPI) 
—  The  bodies  of  15  more  servicemen  arrived  from 
Beirut  Sunday,  and  the  first  coffins  of  Marines  kil¬ 
led  in  last  week’s  suicide  bombing  were  shipped  to 
their  homes  across  America  for  burial. 

Col.  Michael  Lueci,  of  the  Marine  liaison  team  to 
the  military  mortuary  at  Dover,  would  not  give 
other  details  about  the  seven  Marines  shipped 
home  for  burial.  Other  bodies  will  be  shipped  to 
their  homes  after  they  are  prepared  for  burial  at 
the  largest  military  mortuary  in  the  country. 

An  Air  Force  cargo  jet  carrying  the  bodies  of  15 
American  servicemen  arrived  at  2:20  a.m.  EST, 
bringing  to  30  the  number  of  bodies  returned  since 
the  terrorist  bombing  last  Sunday  that  killed  more 
than  220  Americans  at  a  Marine  headquarters  in 
Beirut. 


Earthquake  hits  Turkey

Snowstorms  and  freezing  rain  hampered  rescue 
efforts  and  worsened  the  plight  of  hundreds  made 
homeless  by  the  quake,  which  struck  the  province 
of  Erzurum  as  residents  ate  breakfast  at  the  start 
of  what  was  a  working  day  in  Turkey. 

“There  was  first  the  shake,  which  was  like  a  hard 
thumping,”  said  a  government  official  in  Horasan, 
75  miles  west  of  the  Soviet  border. 

“The  shake  was  then  followed  by  clouds  of  dust. 
Everywhere  was  in  dust  when  the  ground  started 
to  crack  up.  I  saw  two  houses  disappear  into  the 
ground.”  Shock  waves  were  felt  up  to  200  miles 
away. 

The  Seismographic  Institute  in  Istanbul  said  the 
five-second  quake  registered  6  on  the  open-ended 
Richter  scale,  but  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey  in 
Golden,  Colo.,  measured  it  at  an  even  more  devas¬ 
tating  7.1. 

“I  have  lost  34  villages  which  are  now  completely 
destroyed,”  said  the  town  clerk  in  Horasan.  “Most 
of  the  dead  are  children.  Most  of  the  bodies  are  of 
children.”

Conversion  is  a  continuing  process  that  continues 
in  every  member  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  throughout  eternity,  Elder 
Robert  L.  Simpson  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy, 
said  Sunday  at  the  BYU  14-Stake  Fireside. 

To  be  converted  means  to  forsake  the  world  and 
then  through  patience  and  obedience  become 
Christlike,  Elder  Simpson  said. 

“All  missionary  work  is  centered  in  the  life  of  the 
Savior,  Jesus  Christ,”  he  said.  But  if  the  members 
of  the  church  are  not  converted  to  the  gospel  them¬ 
selves,  then  they  cannot  share  it  with  others. 

The  success  of  missionary  work  depends  on  the 
foundation  of  faithful  LDS  homes,  which  are  the 
prime  source  of  missionaries,  and  on  well  disci¬ 
plined  and  dedicated  missionaries  who  teach  with 
the  Spirit,  Elder  Simpson  said. 

The  missionary  training  centers  of  the  LDS 
Church  are  important  because  they  help  give  the 
missionaries  the  special  dimension  they  need  —  a 
personal  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ. 

“A  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  the  key  to  everything 
this  church  stands  for,”  Elder  Simpson  said.  “The 
church  is  no  stronger  than  the  faith  of  its  individual 
members.” 

According  to  Elder  Simpson  when  a  testimony  of 
the  Savior  is  gained  and  increases,  confidence  re¬ 
places  fear,  enthusiasm  replaces  apathy,  love  re¬ 
places  indifference  and  these  together  will  fill  the 
gap  of  uncertainty.

the  public  any  good,  Richards  said. 

Neal  Lambert,  associate  academic 
vice  president,  said  the  issue  of  cen¬ 
sorship  is  not  something  one  can  de¬ 
fine  as  either  black  or  white.  Facts 
cannot  be  viewed  by  themselves  but 
must  be  seen  in  context. 

“Take  the  example  of  a  New  York 
columnist  walking  into  Kirtland, 
Ohio,  in  the  1800s  at  the  time  Joseph 
Smith  was  involved  with  the  Kirtland 
Safety  Society  Company  and  the 
whole  bank  scandal.” 

The  facts  show  guilt,  but  not  in  con¬ 
text.  “Joseph  Smith  might  have  been 
portrayed  as  a  con  man,  when  in 
actuality  that  wasn’t  the  fact;  other 
elements  were  involved,”  he  said. 

There’s  a  difference  between  re¬ 
sponsibility  and  censorship,  said  Eliot 
Butler,  associate  academic  vice- 
president.  If  someone  is  discharged 
from  the  university,  usually  the, 
reasons  he  was  dismissed  are  con¬ 
fidential.  That’s  not  censorship;  that’s 
responsibility. 

“The  administration  has  a  responsi¬ 
bility  to  report  the  truth.  But  there 
are  different  levels  of  truth  such  as 
gospel  truths,  military  secrets  and 
truths  about  sinful  transgressions,” 
he  said.

“Would  I  be  practicing  censorship  if 
I  didn’t  release  private  information 
that  would  embarrass  a  person?”  But¬ 
ler  said.  “You  have  to  put  yourself  in 
the  other  person’s  shoes.” 

According  to  Richards,  censorship 
is  defined  as  “interfering  with  the 
process  of  the  media  whereby  they 
are  forced  not  to  publish  something.” 
But,  he  said,  there  are  varying  de¬ 
grees  of  censorship. 

The  censorship  issue  lies  between 
the  public’s  right  to  know  and  rehabi¬ 
litation  of  the  person,  Richards  said. 
Censorship  can  be  “a  humane  thing.” 

BYU  is  not  only  unique  in  that  two- 
thirds  of  a  student’s  tuition  is  paid  by 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  but  the  university  is  pri¬ 
vately  owned  by  the  same  organiza¬ 
tion. 

The  administrators  and  faculty 
members  must  consider  the  Church’s 
wants  and  needs.  “We  are  a  universi¬ 
ty  because  of  the  gospel,”  Lambert 
said.  The  Church’s  ideals,  values  and 
thoughts  should  be  represented  by 
BYU. 

The  censorship  standard  for  BYU 
can  perhaps  best  be  illustrated  by  the 


policy  of  the  Varsity  Theater. 

According  to  Marion  Bentley, 
chairman  of  the  films  committee,  a 
12-person  committee  meets  twice  a 
week  to  edit  films  shown  in  the 
theater. 

A  policy  statement  of  the  Varsity 
Theater  states,  “The  films  booked 
will  not  show  scenes,  language,  or 
content  which  condone  norms  and 
values  contrary  to  those  advocated  by 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints.” 

The  committee’s  editing  policy  will 
not  allow  the  following  scenes:  “Nude 
and  other  sexually  explicit  scenes, 
distasteful  slang  and  dialogue  with 
heavy  sexual  undertones  or  infer¬ 
ence,  language  related  to  deity  other 
than  pleas  or  petitions  for  strength, 
scenes  of  violence  not  related  to  the 
continuity  of  the  script.” 

“On  general  principle,  I  oppose  cen¬ 
sorship  but  I  endorse  this  type  fully,” 
Bentley  said.  “Many  films  not  only 
contain  blatantly  unfit  material  but 
some  begin  to  delve  into  the  mind  and 
manipulate  values.”

It  was  the  perfect  script  for  an  underdog  per¬ 
formance. 

Utah  State,  a  sometime-performer  within  the 
Pacific  Coast  Athletic  Conference,  was  bringing  its 
up-and-down  team  into  the  confines  of  Cougar  Sta¬ 
dium  to  play  the  top-ranked  offensive  team  in  the 
nation  —  the  BYU  Cougars. 

“It  would  be  a  massacre,”  some  suggested. 
Others,  perhaps  wiser,  were  a  bit  more  cautious, 
recalling  that  USU  had  defeated  BYU  teams  five  of 
the  last  11  contests. 

Nevertheless,  BYU  was  favored  by  a  big  margin 
before  game  time  as  oddsmakers  anticipated  the 
Cougars  feasting  upon  their  Aggie  neighbors  from 
the  north. 

But  somewhere  between  Logan  and  Provo,  USU 
got  hold  of  the  BYU  script  and  decided  to  make 
some  major  changes.  Instead  of  showing  up  to  play 
the  role  of  “Daniel”  within  BYU’s  “lions’  den,”  the 
Aggies  decided  to  play  “David.”  You  know,  as  in 
“David  and  Goliath.” 

It  nearly  worked. 

“I  told  our  players  all  week  that  we  had  better  be 
prepared,  that  we  were  going  up  against  an  excel¬ 
lent  football  team,”  BYU  Head  Coach  LaVell  Ed¬ 
wards  said.  “They  are  well-coached  and  did  a  good 
scouting  job  on  us.” 


Not  only  that,  but  USU  obviously  came  to  play 
hard-hitting,  physical  football. 

Numerous  players  from  both  teams  were  helped 
from  the  field  with  various  injuries  throughout  the 
game,  including  USU  strong  safety  Marvin  Jack- 
son  with  a  neck  injury;  BYU  wide  receiver  Mike 
Eddo  with  a  broken  clavicle;  and  BYU  All- 
American  tight  end  Gordon  Hudson,  with  a  dam¬ 
aged  ligament  in  his  left  knee.  Both  Eddo  and  Hud¬ 
son  may  be  lost  for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 

Cougar  quarterback  Steve  Young  was  also 
banged  up,  suffering  a  slight  concussion  on  BYU’s 
first  series  of  downs. 

“I  don’t  remember  much  at  all  about  the  game,” 
Young  said.  “I  felt  like  a  ghost  during  the  second 
half.  My  mind  was  a  little  slow.” 

With  the  loss  of  Hudson  and  Eddo,  and  Young 
being  “dingy,”  the  pressure  was  on  members  of  the 
Cougar  bench  to  provide  the  missing  firepower. 
And  provide  it  they  did,  with  quarterback  Robbie 
Boseo,  wide  receiver  Adam  Haysbert  and  tight  end 
Steve  Harper  filling  in  nicely  for  the  players.

Then  came  the  pass  of  the  game. 
Young  hit  wide  receiver  Adam  Hays- 
bert  streaking  across  the  middle  for  a 
31-yard  pickup  to  the  USU  20-yard 
line. 

Young  said  the  coaches  in  the  press 
box  had  spotted  USU  using  double 
coverage  against  the  receivers  on  the 
outside,  meaning  an  inside  pass  pat¬ 
tern  should  be  open. 

The  original  play  called  for  wide  re¬ 
ceiver  Glen  Kozlowski  to  go  outside 
on  the  right,  with  Haysbert  being  the 
primary  receiver  over  the  middle.

Some  think  the  change  may  be  a  result  of  the  El  IMino  effect. 


1990s  weather 
unforeseeable 


When  you  are  working  with  weath¬ 
er,  there  are  too  many  changing  vari¬ 
ables  to  make  long  range  predictions, 
Dale  Stevens,  a  professor  of  geogra¬ 
phy  said. 

This  statement  came  as  a  result  of 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agen¬ 
cy’s  recently  released  report  that 
warned  of  the  catastrophic  warming 
of  the  earth.  This  warming  trend  is 
known  as  the  “greenhouse  effect”  and 
will  begin  in  the  1990s,  according  to 
this  report. 

“It  is  difficult  to  project  that  far  in 
advance.  It  is  too  easy  to  be  wrong,” 
Stevens  said. 

Arlo  Richardson,  a  climatologist  at 
Utah  State  University  said,  “The 
only  unchanging  factor  regarding 
weather  is  that  it,  is  constantly 


piaiigmg. 

“You  can’t  predict  for  the  1990s  in 
the  1980s.  The  ‘greenhouse  effect’ 
warning  is  from  a  group  of  people  who 
have  gotten  together  and  hypothe¬ 
sized  that  because  we  are  burning 
more  fossil  fuel,  we  are  causing  more 
carbon  dioxide  to  occur  in  the  upper 
atmosphere,”  Richardson  said. 

“They  are  correct  that  this  would, 
without  any  other  factors,  cause  a 
warming  effect  in  our  atmosphere. 
But  they  have  forgotten  one  major 
point.  Once  the  temperatures  warm 
up,  the  evaporation  from  the  oceans 
will  increase. 

“Evaporation  will  cause  a  greater 
cloud  bank  over  a  larger  portion  of  the 
earth.  Therefore,  it  will  reduce  the 
solar  insulation  and  prevent  the 
feared  warming,”  he  said. 

Utah  has  already  experienced  the 
increased  cloud  coverage  over  the  last 
three  years  and  especially  during  the 
last  two  years.  More  rainfall  has  fal¬ 
len  since  1981  than  during  all  of 
Utah’s  recorded  history  for  a  like  time 
period.  Unfortunately,  recorded  his¬ 
tory  in  Utah  only  goes  back  100  years, 
Stevens  said. 

There  are  two  major  theories  about 
the  increased  rain.  “The  first  of  these 
theories  is  that  volcanos  have  caused 


ash  in  the  upper  atmosphere,” 
Stevens  said.  The  ash  in  the  upper 
atmosphere  causes  clouds  that  reflect 
the  sun’s  energy  and  bring  about  in¬ 
creased  rainfall. 

Richardson  said  he  does  not  think 
the  volcanos  are  a  sufficient  reason 
for  the  increased  precipitation. 

“Although  the  Mexican  volcano 
shot  out  vertically,  it  was  located  in  a 
tropical  climate,  where  the  sky  is 
already  often  covered  by  clouds.  The 
sun  doesn’t  care  whether  it  is  an.  ash 
cloud  or  a  normal  cloud;  the  sun’s 
energy  is  reflected  either  way.  The 
end  result  is  the  same. 

“Mount  St.  Helens  shot  out  hori¬ 
zontally.  This  means  that  the  dust  did 
not  really  have  much  effect  on  the 
upper  atmosphere,”  Richardson  said, 

“Neither  volcano  is  a  major  factor 
in  the  increased  precipitation.” 

Richardson  warns  against  taking  a 
limiting  look  at  one  cause  as  the  ex¬ 
press  reason  for  the  changing 
weather. 

“Many  people  want  to  blame  all  the 
changes  on  volcanos,  others  want  to 
blame  aerosol  sprays,  but  these  all 
have  minimal  effects.  In  reality, 
Mother  Nature  just  goes  on  its  way 
despite  these  factors.” 

The  second  major  theory  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  changing  weather  is  the 
El  Nino  theory. 

El  Nino  causes  a  change  of  the  sea 
surface  temperature  that  brings  ab¬ 
out  an  alteration  in  the  cloud  circula¬ 
tion  pattern,  Stevens  said. 

Richardson  said  that  he  feels  the 
opposite  occurs.  It  is  the  changing  cir¬ 
culation  pattern  that  affects  the  sea 
temperature,  he  said. 

Stevens  said  that  he  finds  the  El 
Nino  theory  viable.  “There  has  been 
no  major  change  in  the  sun’s  output. 
This  change  would  cause  the  greatest 
difference  in  the  atmospheric  system 

“Maybe  what  we  have  been  ex¬ 
periencing  in  Utah  during  the  last  100 
years  is  not  normal,  and  what  we  are 
experiencing  now  is,”  said  Stevens.,

Harold  Oaks,  Theater  and  Cinematic  Arts  De¬ 
partment  chairman,  explained  that  the  play  selec¬ 
tion  committee  reviews  hundreds  of  plays  each 
year.

The  theater  department  doesn’t  have  a  written 
code  specifying  what  it  can  and  can’t  stage.

While  some  people  may  feel  The  Daily  Universe 
is  censored,  in  actuality  it  is  not.  “President  Hol¬ 
land  gives  us  all  the  freedom  we  need,”  Stewart 
Shelline,  editor  of  The  Daily  Universe,  said. 

“We  can  print  anything  as  long  as  it  is  done 
responsibly.”  There  are  some  things  the  staff  would 
never  see  a  reason  to  print,  such  as  material  criti¬ 
cizing  the  Church  and  its  doctrines,  or  something 
that  would  harm  a  person  unnecessarily,  he  said.

Seminar  offers 
aid  to  ordinary

With  an  initial  investment  of  $495  and  two  days  of 
time,  anybody  can  learn  to  purchase  real  estate 
with  no  credit,  no  job,  no  money,  or  no  identifica¬ 
tion,  just  by  enrolling  in  a  real  estate  seminar. 

According  to  authors  and  teachers  of  the 
methods,  an  ordinary  investor  can  learn  how  to 
purchase  property.  Investing  it  wisely  can  ulti¬ 
mately  lead  to  creating  wealth  and  becoming  finan¬ 
cially  secure. 

“If  you  can  read,  write,  add  and  subtract  and  use 
the  formulas  taught  and  forms  given,  a  person  will 
be  able  to  buy  real  estate  with  our  methods,” 
according  to  A1  Robinson,  a  speaker  for  The  Lowry 
Group.  “Our  program  is  simplified  to  the  point  of 
being  systemized;  however,  this  is  not  a  get-rich- 
quick  scheme,”  he  said. 

Seminar 

During  the  two-day  seminar,  the  participants 
attend  lectures  on  various  subjects  of  real  estate 
and  are  supplied  with  workbooks,  said  Robinson. 

The  obj  ective  of  the  seminar  is  to  teach  the  know¬ 
ledge  so  as  to  provide  a  way  for  a  person’s  money  to 
grow  in  a  rapid,  logical,  safe  manner.  A  person  can 
learn  how  to  select,  finance  and  analyze  and  learn 
the  process  that  leads  to  financial  security,  he  said. 

Each  seminar  is  different,  Robert  Allen  said. 
“With  mine,  a  person  gets  two  days,  a  manual  and  a 
lot  of  enthusiasm.  We  teach  the  basic  information 
that  would  help  a  person  make  sense  of  real  estate.  ” 

The  reason  the  program  is  successful  is  because  it 
motivates  people  and  is  simple,  highly  organized, 
well  presented  and  practical,  said  Allen.  It  is  a 
simple  way,  but  not  an  easy  way,  he  said. 

Some  people  have  asked  whether  or  not  the  semi¬ 
nars  give  sound  investment  advice  or  are  a  scam. 

All  the  real  estate  seminars  are  selling  dreams 
for  how;  to  get  rich  in  real  estate,  according  to  Bruce 
Candrian,  seminar  director  for  a  local  investment 
group.  However,  the  principles  taught  in  the  semi¬ 
nars  can  be  utilized  to  make  that  dream  come  true 
using  real  estate  as  the  vehicle,  he  said. 

Sacrifices 

It  takes  courage  to  be  rich,  said  Candrian.  “If 
people  are  really  ready  to  work  for  it  and  have  the 
guts  to  try  and  are  willing  to  lay  their  money  on  the 
line,  they  can  make  money  in  real  estate.

Murray  made  the  audience  wait  to 
hear  the  song  which  had  won  her  first 
Grammy.  Early  in  the  concert  she

PORTLAND,  Ore. 
(UPI)  —  Rural  women 
—  stalwarts  of  the 
American  family,  pillars 
of  strength,  decency  and 
contentedness  —  might 
not  be  as  strong  and 
happy  as  many  people 
believe. 

A  pilot  study  by  an 
associate  professor  at 
the  Oregon  Health  Sci¬ 
ences  Center  School  of 
Nursing  suggests  that 
wives  and  mothers  who 
live  in  the  seemingly 
tranquil  countryside 
suffer  inner  turmoil  way 
out  of  proportion  to  the 
rest  of  society. 

Florence  Hardesty, 
who  interviewed  26  Ma¬ 
rion  County  women  for 
her  study,  said  the  re¬ 
sults  might  not  be  so  un¬ 
expected. 

“Rural  areas  in  gener¬ 
al  have  more  mental  ill- 1 
ness  than  urban  areas,” 
she  said.  “There  is  also 
more  mental  illness 
among  women.  It 
seemed  the  combined 
variables  of  being  rural 
and  being  women  would 
indicate  this  was  a 
vulnerable  population.”

What  has  occurred  is 
that  the  flow  of  funds  to 
pay  back  buyers  of  $2.25 
billion  of  revenue  bonds 
sold  to  finance  the  two 
plants  in  Washington 
state  has  dried  up. 

Beginning  With  the 
next  payment,  due  Jan.

Bondholders  who  clip 
the  Jan.  1  coupon  will 
find  no  bank  will  cash 
them.  Many  others,  who 
hold  pieces  of  WPPSS  4 
and  5  paper  through 
their  purchase  of  muni¬ 
cipal  bond  packages 
known  as  unit  trusts, 
will  see  their  periodic 
checks  reduced  prop¬ 
ortionate  to  the  amount 
of  WPPSS  4-5  bonds  in 
their  package.
